COUNCIL TO ACT 
ON SPECIAL TAXES 


Meeting Today. Will Be 
Featured by ‘Hot Race 
for Place on Police Board 
Vacated by Maddox. 


Consideration of the emergency 
tax levy, the election of a police 
commissioner from the: fifth ward 
to succeed J. W. Maddox, resigned, 
and action on whether or not the 
American committee for relief in 
Ireland will be permitted to solicit 
funds publicly in Atlanta will hold 
the center of the stage at City coun- 
cil meeting this afternoon. 

This morning at 11 o’clock' the 
finance committee will meet to dis- 
cuss the emergency tax and decide 
on a recommendation to council. 
There is a deficit in the school de- 
partment of nearly $300,000, besides 
the sinking fund and interest on 
any amount of bonds that may be 
sold this year, that must be cared 
for. 

Mayor Key has asked the commit- 
tee to recommend the levy of 16 or 
20 cents on the $100. Councilman 
R. A. Gordon, father of the bond 
movement, is staunchly in favor of 
the levy of one-eighth of 1 per cent. 
which would be 12% cents on the 
$100. 

The 45-hundredths of 1 per cent 
already levied will be repealed and 
a substitute levy made. 

For the position of police commis- 
sioner a hot contest is certain. Ellis 
Barrett, young attorney, and R. E. 
Jones, superintendent of the Spratt 
Chair company, are candidates for 
the place. Against Barrett is the 
Strength of the Maddox faction. 
Barrett will be nominated by Coun- 
cilman W. M. Etheridge, of the fifth 
ward, while the nomination of Jones 
will come from Alderman C, R. Gar- 
ner and Councilman J. A. Couch, 
who were supporters of Maddox. | 
Both candidates are claiming vic- 
tory. The race is expectéd to be 
close. 

Barrett Sunday claimed a major- 
ity of votes pledged to him. “When 
I entered this race it was my first 


time to delve in politics, and I do 
not consider this a political ven- 
ture,” ~he said. “I think politics 
should be eliminated from the po- 
lice board.

Washington, April 3.—Without 
subjecting it to prolonged and bit- 
ter discussion—and thus greatly 
lessening its intended moral! effect 
—administration leaders cannot ob- 
tain the adoption of the Knox peace 
resolution so amended as to reas- 
sure France concerning the future 
attitude of this coufttry. Therefore, 
adoption of the resolution in essén- 
tially the same form as reported by 


the senate forelgn relations cOm- 


mittee last session is practically &s- 
sured. Any effort to affix to it a 
declaration of continued support of 
the allies or of the French, design- 
6d to impréss Germany and hearten 
position by the-~s0e-callad: irrecon- 
cilables. 

These senators do not believe, in 
spite of repeated reports, that Pres- 
ident Harding has any’ idea of sug- 
gesting such an addition to the 
Knox resolution. They point out 
that he opposed, when in the sen- 
ate, a similar attempt to fasten onto 
the peace resolution a declartion of 
future policy toward Europe. 

Conference Not Published. 


Silence has been maintained both 
at the white house and at the sen- 
ator’s office concerning the course 
taken in the two-hour conversation 
between the president and Senator 
Knox Saturday, but there is reason 
to believe it had to do rather with 
the exact time when the resolu- 
tion’s adoption should be attempt- 
ed, rather than with any suggestion 
that the resolution be modified. The 
senate ts ready to pass the original 
resolution. again as soon as it meets. 
But, since it is anticipated that‘the 
administration will make some 
sort of pronouncement—probably 
thruugh the state department—fur- 
nishing the encouragement that 
Viviani is seeking, and since there 
are certain other diplomatic nego- 
tiations under way, including those 
on cables, for example, 
Knox is not desirous of embarrass- 
ing the president’s program. His 
own desire is t® have the resolu- 
tion adopted at once, but he is pre- 


+} pared to fit it in with the general 


*program. 

Senator Borah, one of the most 
active of the irreconcilables, denied 
today that*he has any thought of 
opposing the Knox resolution. 

“IT am thoroughly in favor of it 
as it passed last session,” he said. 
“I opposed then the interpolation 
of any phase or clause that under- 
took to declare our future policy. 
Such a clause was taken out of the 
resolution, on my motion, in com- 
mittee.” 

Borak Would Fight. 


Borah can be expected to make a 
hard tight against an attempt again 
to interpolate such a clause, and in 
this fight he will have the suppurt 
of the remainder of the group, 
enough of them, with democratic op- 
ponents of the whole resolution, to 
defeat it. 

Consideration is given to a plan 
for passing a separate resolution deé- 
claring America’s support of the al- 
lies, but such a resolution would 
draw the same opposition from the 
same sources.

VIENNA THINKS 
ILLNESS “DIPLOMATIC.” 

Vienna, April 3.—Former Emperor 
Charles is ill at Steinamanger, ac- 
cording to reports reaching entente 
diplomats here. The report is cou- 
pled with a request for an allied 
physician to go to Steinamanger. 

There is some inclination to re- 
gard the indisposition of Charles 
as “diplomatic illness,” contracted in 
order that the former emperor may 
obtain a further delay in leaving 
Steinamanger. 

The postponement in the depar- 
ture of Charles is beginning to 
cause irritation here as well as in 
Prague and Belgrade. According to 
dispatches from the latter places, 
there are indications that ~ early 
steps may be taken to hasten the 
departure of Charles. 

The belief prevails in some quar- 
ters that Charles may start for 
Switzerland tonight, now that the 
transportation difficulties have been 
settled. But this is still contingent 
on possible developments at Stein- 
amanger, where it is reported that 
large numbers of members of the 
nobility are arriving. The little 
town is crowded with Hungarian 
notables in numbers never before 
known in its history. 

In foreign circles here it is as- 
serted that Charles will resist re- 
moval pending Tuesday’s meeting of 
parliament. Count Andrassy is said 
to’ be adroitly trying to Save the 
day for the Hapsburgs by inducing 
Charles to abdicate in favor of 
Archduke Otto, his 9-year-old son, 
under a regency. 

The difficulty of getting the for- 
mer king out of Hungary is said to 
be due to differences between the 
various interests in charge of the 
situation. It is understood that the 
socialists have firmly maintained 
the position that two of their army 
officers and six men should accom- 
pany Charles in order to continue 
the fiction that he is a’ prisoner. 
“lhe allied officials and the Hanga- 
rians, supported by the Austrian po- 
lice, refused this as unnecessarily 
complicating matters. Certain al- 
lied officers la#t night agreed to 
induce’ thé associates and’ Hun®fa- 
riang to consent to the ‘socialist 
plan, and the socialists yielded on 
the. question of the actual présence 
of the escort im Charles’ compart- 
ment. 

I, is believed that Charles. will 
travel through Bavaria, thus.avoid- 
ing passing through Styria and Ty- 
rol, where he fears demonstrations, 
although there is some hitch over 
getting Germany’s consent. 

The Salzburg diet has unanimous- 
ly protested against Charles having 
visited Austria arid demanded that 
the central. government prevent a 
recurrence of the visit., The Ardei- 
ter Zeitung today asks how long 
Charles is to be permitted constant- 
ly to pass to and from Austria. 


Berne, Switzerland, April 3.—The 
Swiss authorities have received a 
message which leads them to expect 
that former Emperor Charles will 
arrive at the frontier’. station of 
Buchs Monday morning, accompa- 
ried by British and French offi- 
cers. Charles, it is said, will not be 
permitted to return to Prangins, but 
will stay at some other place until 
it is determined where he shall re- 
side. 

Paris, April. 3.—It is said that 
when former Emperor Charles left 
Switzerland for Strassbourg he was 
accompanied by his brother-in-law, 
I’rince Sixtus of Bourbon, who had 
zone to Switzerland from Paris tak- 
ing with him a Spanish passport 
which enabled Charles to travel 
from Basle to Strassbourg.. 

Sixtus, although a Belgian artil- 
lery officer, twice visited Charles 
during the war in an effort to have 
Austria effect a separate peace wit:

The coun- 
try has. successfully borne the 
strain caused by a, most notable 
drop itn prices, particularly of a 
vast volume of raw materials, and 
has weathered a trying period of 
liquidation. 

“The demand for finished prod- 
flucts has not developéd to the peint 
where our factories feel justified 
in taking the requisite quantity 
of our, surplus raw materials to 
furnish the necessary relief to their 
producers; but there are some in- 
dications of a change in this direc- 
tion. Business men refalize that 
forced action based on artificial op- 
timism may lead to unwise action, 
and produce further embarrassment. 
The foreign situation has not shown 
the expected improvement, and con- 
tinued difficulties are experienced 
in discovering an effective Europe- 
an market for our commodities. 

“This survey does point to cer- 
tain favorable domestic conditions. 
The cost of living has appreciably 
diminished. Building operations

Survey Favers Sales Tax. 


“Obvioss!y a sales tax, reported 
by the survey to be universally 
recommended, would be no substi- 
tute for an excess profits tax. 

“It is astonishing that there 
should have been a@ Unanimous ex- 
pression in this survey in favor of 
a rebate on the federal income and 
other taxes. I do not beWeve that 
any authority on taxation or pub- 
lic finance would for a moment 
countenance this proposition. The 
relief sought can and should be se- 
cured along the lines of economy 
in expenditure, and reform of taxa- 
tion under the most expert guid- 
ance that can be obtained. coupled 
with a genuine and thorough-going 
budget system.”

Paris, April 3.—Return of former 
Emperor Charles to the Hungarain 
throne is merely postpohed, and its 
possibilities are far from abandon- 
ed, as a result of the fiasco of last 
week, in the opinion of Count 
Praznovsky, the Hungarian minister 
of France. 

Despite the fact that Charles !s 
now reported to have signed an 
agreement accepting the contro! of 
the present regime of Admira)] Hor- 
thy, Praznovsky believes that 
Charlies will ultimately return to tne 
throne. Hungary is now a king- 
dom without a king, and in an In- 
terview with the United News, 
Praznovsky declared that when the 
country chooses a king, the ehances 
are ten to one that he will be 
Charles. 

Admira! Horthy and Premier

Charles that his immediate resump- 


tion of tRe throne would be pre-

Governors Are Con fident 
, Over Outlook for Industry 


. Forward-looking governors 
throughout the country, whose 
vision extends far beyond-the con- 
fines of their own four borders, 
sound a very sane, eonservative 
and optimistic note for the near fu- 
tyre of business in brief messages 
which they have written for an 
interesting article compiled by 
American Industries. : 

Most of them are confident that 
the country has passed _ safely 
through the critical days of the re- 
adjustment period that was bound 
to follow in the wake of the war. 
They express the happy satisfac- 
tion that, while there was bound 


to be a certain measure of unem-; 
ployment and other disturbing con-, 


ditions, that the nation is now on 
its way toward complete industrial 
recovery. They believe the confi- 
dence with which the business men 
and the public faced and solved 
the situation is another evidente 
of America’s capacity to meet great 
emergencies. 
Optimism in South. 

From the South, as wel] as from 
other sections, comes a strong note 
of optimism. Governor - Eléct 
Thomas W. Hardwick reports for 
Georgia: “While deflation pas hit 
Georgia with considerable’ force, 
industrial economic and finantia) 
conditions are,already much hbet- 
ter than they were sixty days ago, 
and vrill, I believe, continue to 
steadily improve. 

“The farmers 


of Georgia have 
suffered enormous losses, but they 
are facing the future with cofr- 
age, and hope to be able to make 
the next crop at a much lower 
cost than the last one. The mer- 
chants and manufacturers of the 
State. while compelled to stand 
considerable losses, are already 
buckling down to meet the new 
conditions, and are steadily improv- 
ing their situation. In short, 1 
am confident that this state wil) 
soon “ight itself, and will soon re- 
turn to at least normal prosperity.” 
Governor John M. Parker, of 
Louisiana, after stressing ¢he Tfre- 
cuperative powers of the South, 
finds the chief difficulty in the 
present situation in the lack of cir- 
culation, saying: “We have more 
money and more goods than any 
in the world, but somehow 
the circulation does not seem _ to 
work. There is more or less conges- 
tion and an immense amount ,of 
uncertainty. These conditions re- 
moved, business in all lines’ wiil 
speedily again become normal.” 


After pointing out the signs of 
a business revival, Governor A. C. 
T. Ritchie, of Maryland, says: 
“Everywhere there are signs of ap- 
parent over-production in the great 
fundamental requisites of industry. 
Never in modern history has the 
world been in such need for goods, 


and never before have we had such 
a surplus on hand. The first defi- 
nite signs of business revival are 
beginning to appear. Stock mar- 
ket prices have been rising, 
prices of great agricultural staples 
have recovered from their lowest 
level of a few weeks ago. Con- 
ditions in the money market are 
less stringent. Money rates are, 
easing and loans diminishing. 
Banking reserves are increasing. 
Foreign exchange rates have _ fe- 
covered sharply and textile mills 
which have been closed or been in- 
active are resuming operations. 
These signs forecast revival; they 
do not mean that it is actually 
here. Not until the adjustment is 
completed, including some modifi- 
cation of the present system of tax-

“Business conditions in Ken- 
tucky,” says Governor E. P. Mor- 
row, “are already beginning to 
show a marked improvement, There 
was a period of depression.

Heads for Formation of 
Railroad District Coun- 
cils of All Crafts. 


‘New York, April 3.—Representa- 
Wrves of 175,000 organized railroad 
employees in special convention 
here today called upon the executive 
heads of the recognized national 
and international railroad unions 
t® sanction the formation of @dis- 
trict “offensive and defensive” al- 
Mances—rajlroad district councils— 
in the New York district, and at 
Other “stragetic points in the rail- 
roading industry.” 

These district organizations are 
neccssary, it was stated, in a let- 
ter sent to the executive union of- 
ficials, to enable the railroad em- 
Dloyees “to better resist the con- 
centrated attacks of the railway ex- 
ecutive association,” and “to bring 
about a closer affiliation of all rail- 
road employees and perfect a 100 
per cent organization in all crafts 
by stfmulating interest in their own 
welfare and educating them in the 
value of solidarity.” 

Delegates to the convention who 
represented all local railroad unions 
in the Greater New York district 
urged that “a state of status quo 
should be declared by American 
Federation of Labor so as to clear 
the way, and make it possible for | 
what are now commonly known as 
the transportation brotherhoods to 
affiliate with the American Feder- 
ation of Labor.” 

Affirm Confidence. 

Through this action, it whs stat- 
ed, the “preambles and resolutions 
that gave birth to industria? auton- 
omy by the formation of the gen- 
eral departments within the feder- 
ation will be preserved.” 

More than 250 representatives of 
local unions in the New York dis- 
trict attended the convention, which 
was called by district officers of 
the United Brotherhood of Main- 
tenance of Way Employees. 

The delegates affirmed thelr con- 
fidence in their international and 
national organizations and pledged 
to them “our all in their untiring | 
efforts to secure and maintain for 
the railroad employees the working | 
eynditions and the standard of liv- 
- “that they are so justly entitled 


oO. 
“We further believe’ that it 
would be to the best interest of all} 
concerned,” added the communica- 
tion, “that the present existing pact 
between the cixteen recognized 
railroad unions be reaffirmed and 
continued indefinitely. And that tie 
principle of craft amalgamation and 
industrial autonomy be not only 
recognized as a principle, but to be |

New York, April 3:—Ambassadors, 
ministers and commercial represent- 
atives of More than thirty nations 
have accepted the invitation of the 
National Association of Manu fac- 
turers to attend a conference of 
ambassadors and ministers on 
world trade during the asso¢iation's 
three-day annual convention in this 
city beginning May 16. 

In making the announcement to- 
day, the association stated that 
Secretary of State Hughes ‘would 
formally open the conference on the 
second day of the convention, un- 
less some unforeseen circumstance 
should detain him in Washington. A 
special train bearing the distin- 
guished guests is scheduled to leave 
the capital at midnight, May 16, 

“This important gathering,” 
statement said, “which will be the 
first of its kind ever held in this 
country, if not in the world, has 
been arranged in order that rep- 
resentatives of other nations may 
have an opportunity to explain to 
the men most intimately concerned 
in financing and extending our for- 
eign trade, how the constructive 
forces of the United States may be 
co-ordinated: best to serve the needs 
of the world. 

Seek Foreign Views. 

“There will be discussions of the 
best methods to meet the demands 
of KEurope and other countries for 
raw and manufactured materials 
and to extend. the credit that is so 
essential. The national association 
of mafiufacturers comprises 6,000 
manufacturing enterprises which 
produce more than 735 per cent of 
the entire manufactured output of 
the nation arid this convention will 
give their members an opportunity 
to obtain the foreign viewpoint di- 
rect for the first time in their his- 
tory.

“The fundamental necessity,” Mr, 
Mason said, “is to meet the needs 
of Europe in raw and manufactured 
materials and machinery, so that 
she can take up again her produc- 
tive activities without assuming an 
intolerable burden of immediate ob- 
ligations. 

“American manufacturers alone 
can meet these needs on bases of 
credit which will enable IKurope and 
the rest of the world to resume 
their inter-dependent commerce and 
thus restore emplovment and its 
consequent increased consumption 
power, American financial interests 
have familiarized: themselves with 
worl@ problems insofar as the fi- 
nancing of foreign conimerce has 
been concerned, but the manufac 
turer himself has lacked a _ broad, 
intimate knowledge of the necessi- 
ties of the situation. Therefore he 
failed possibly to understand 
why he should exert all of his in- 
genuity and resources in meeting 
the needs of the foreign buyer. 

“This conference we hope will 
bring home diréctly to the mem- 
bers of the National Association of 
Manufacturers the need for their 
fullest co-operation in helping to 
solve the acute economic problems 
of the world.”

Returning yesterday from 
York, Baltimore and other 
northern centers, where for 
weeks he has been searching the 
spot cash markets for wholesale 
job lots and bargains in the grocery 


line, Isidor Jacobs, one of the best; 


known auctioneers to the trade in 
the south, stated that never before 
in his many years of business ex- 


perience has he known such activity } 


among dealers who have ready cash 
to work with. 

“Both retailers and wholesalers 
from ajl parts of the country,” he 
Said, “are searching for pick-ups 
and distress stocks, and when they 
but many of them are refusing to 
turn loose, even at a good profit, 
what they have bought. This in- 
dicates that many are stocking up 
for the coming season, which is 
a reasonable indication that in 
their opinion prices have gone be- 
low the replacement point. 

“Canned goods especially are be- 
ing sought and bought wheréver 
found at the ‘right’ prices. Many 
of the big east coast canners, who 
a month or so ago were in a quan- 
dary as to the coming season, have 
be@n forced almost to a standstill. 

There has been practically no 
drop in the prices of those mate- 
riels which the canner must use, 
such as cans and cases, and no pros- 
pect of a drop, so the contracts 
with growers are either not being 
made at all or they are being made 
on a much restricted basis over 
last year. 

“Unlike the cotton growers of the 
country, they are well organized 
and when they do not give out 
contracts the growers are forced 
to ‘cut the acreage.” This means 
a short pack for the coming year. 
Their course seems to be the only 
logical one that can be followed 
under the circumstances. 

“Tifis condition is well 
to these buyers who are 
up bargains and [I found that one 
reason they refused to sell at a 
profit was that they are bent on 
rapid turnovers with their home 
customers. One dealers who was 
buying pretty heavily told me that 
with what he could command he 
was doing all the business he could 
—huying for cash and selling for 
cash and by quick turnovers at 
small profits he was re-educating 
himself as a merchant and foryet- 
ting his speculation spree of the 
past few vears when he bought al] 
that he could and held it for a 
raise in the market.”

Own in Foreign Market 
Competition. 


Washington, April 3.—Defense of} 
the nation’s war-born dye industry | 
against competition of the German! 
dye and chemical trade will be tak- | 
en up shortly by the department | 
of commerce in conference here 
with representatives of American 
manufacturers. Rapid revival of | 
the German industry, especially as} 
a factor in foreign trade, depart-| 
nent officials said tonight, must 
be taken into account by American 
interests in order that the industry 
may be secure here and the coun- 
try remain independent of foreign 
sources of supply. 

Other American products needing 
the co-operation of the government 
in the field of foreign trade, ac- 
cording to Secretary Hoover, will 
be given the attention of the de- 
partment one at a time. Mr. Hoo- 
ver is to meet with the war finance 
corporation and southern bankers 
tomorrow in an effort to develop a 
workabie plan for building up cot- 
ton exports.

Is Laid to Rest 
AtBoyhood Home 


Famous Naturalist Lies Be- 
neath Boulder Upon Which 
He Played as Boy. 


-_——_—_—_ 


Roxbury, N. Y-., 
Burroughs was laid to rest this aft- 
ernoon on the mountain side where 
he was born exactly eighty-four 
years ago today. From the peaks 
and the valleys of his beloved Cats- 
kill mountains came hundreds of 
neighbors to pay him their final 
honors. Others from far-off corners 
of the nation joined them at the 
grave of the great naturalist. 

All morning long and in the early 
afternon the slope down the two- 
miles of rock mountain to Roxbury 
was dotted with groups of villagers 
trudging upward to the burial spot. 

Back of the grave, which was 
blasted .from solid rock, and rising 
high to one tip of the mountain 
which bears his name, was_ the 
clump of woods where Mr. Bur- 
roughs hunted the fox and observ- 
ed the birds during his yoath and 
old age. To the right, over a little 
knoll. the weather-blackened house 
in which he was born could be 
seen. Behind the grave a great 
boulder on which Burroughs play- 
ed as a boy and often sat in the 
twilight shadows as a man of the 
wide outdoors formed the slab of 
his resting place. Soon a _ bronze 
plaque will be imbedded in the 
stone to immortalize its signifi- 
cance. 

Down the slope a few yards is 
“Woodchuck Lodge,’ Burroughs 
summer home, where he did much 
of his writing, and where he oc- 
casionally became host to his close 
friends.
